Ransom: baptized, asa preacher, 


“over 100: souls, Charles? father was 


Rufus King Dunham, first station 
agent at Bryant Pond. Charles was 
-fingt a switchman and then a tele- 


graph operator: at Bryant Pond. He 


advanced to the position of agent 
and was later sent to Souh Paris 
as telegraph ‘operator and. clerk. 
He’ never received a@ reprimand 
from his’ superiors. or was Involy- 
ed in an accident: in all - those 
years. 

Charles claimed the early trans- 
portation of mail in Mdine. was 
much like the Pony Express and 
even. in later- years stages. were 
used from the Stations.
